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NOTES 


1. Many of the statistics appearing in this Summary are preliminary and may be 
amended in subsequent issues. Reference should therefore always be made to 
the latest available issue. 


2e Several tables contain figures which have been rounded (to thousands or, in 
some cases, millions), without making those adjustments which would be needed 
to make the rounded figures add to the rounded total. It is for this reason 
that figures do not always add to the totals shown in the tables. 


3. Wage Rates - The latest wage rates shown in the "State" section of the second 
table on page 10 are those which applied before a decision of The Western 
Australian Industrial Commission dated 27 June 1967. The terms of this 
decision were that the minimum weekly wage payable to adult male workers under 
certain awards be increased from $36.55 to $37.55; "that the wage rates for 
adult workers not in receipt of the 'minimum wage' be increased by 60 cents 
per week; and that other wage rates be adjusted as if the basic wage for males 
and the basic wage for females had been increased by that amount". These 
increases were declared to operate from the beginning of the first pay-period 
commencing on or after 1 July 1967. 


The latest wage rates shown in the "Commonwealth" section of the table 
applied before a decision of the Commonwealth Conciliation and Arbitration 
Commission in June 1967 to eliminate basic wages and margins from its awards 
and to introduce total wages to operate from the beginning of the first pay- 
period commencing on or after 1 July 1967. Total wages for adult males and 
adult females were to be increased by $1 a week from the same date.
